WAS PRESENTED 10 
CROWD BY GOVERNOR 


Said He Had Been Misunderstood in 
the Public Ownership of Rail- 
roadse—Attacked Shaw’s Tariff 
Arguments—Departure 

' for Augusta. 


Columbia, 8. C., Beptember 19.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan spoke today to 3,- 
000 people on the campus of the South 
Carolina university. The audience was 
made up of representative men from 
every county in the state, ‘composing a 
committee of four hundred. He _ stood 
under the portraits of Caihoun and 
Hampton, to whom he made eloquent 
reference in his opening remarks. He 
was presented by Governor D, 8S. Hey- 


Bryan waa entertained: at break- 
fast this morning by a committee of rep- 
resentative gentlemen of the ‘state. At 
10:30 o’clock Governor Heyward and es- 
eort called on Mr. Bryan in motor cars, 
and the party took a spin out into the 
country before the speaking. 

The exercises were held on the campus 
of the University of South Carolina, and 
Mr. Bryan referred in his remarks to 
the portraits of Calhoun and Hampton, 
The reception which he was given was 
enthusiastic. As there are no republi- 
cans in South Carolina, Mr. Bryan at 
first seemed to fear that he would be 
forced to deal in platitudes, but as he got 
down into his speech he became more 
interested. He spoke with more earnest- 
ness of the views which he holds on 
dua] ownership. 

Attacks Shaw’s Arguments. 

Mr. Bryan again dissected the speeches 
of Secretary Shaw, and used arguments 
already reported to show that the repub- 
lican party must come to the democratic 
platform. This, he’ argued particularly 
with reference to President Roosevelt's 
peace proclivities when he was  nonii- 
nated as’ a ‘‘god for war.’ Mr. Bryan 
claims that had the democrats won in 
1900 the money saved from subsequent 
Philippine campaigns would have dug the 
Panama canal. He spoke of the d@l 
ownership of railway lines, and declared 
that he knew his position on this is not 
popular, but is his belief, and he will 
stand by it. He stated: that he had been 
misunderstood, and that his views on 
this question are not so radical as’ they 
were represented. 

The meeting had been opened with a 
prayer full of patriotism, This was 
commented upon by Mr. Bryan, who 
spoke for ten minutes on the value or 
the Christian ideal in citizenship. In the 
orient, where there is a different ideai, 
there is vastly inferior citizenship. 

Mr. Bryan received applause when he 
declared that the republicans in 1904 
had declined to take into their platform 
the rate bill plank proposed by the inter- 
state railroad commission, whereas, he 
had already incorporated that plank in 
the draft of a platform he had made, 
and Roosevelt had got the democratic 
idea, and a democratic senator (Tillman) 
to back up the fight. The democrats 
will back up the president as far as he 
will lead in making reforms. 


Reception at Capitol. 


After the speaking, Mr. Bryan was 
given a public reception at the § state

Oberlin, Ohio.—One of the most unique 
college dormitories in the country is 
nearing completion here. The building 
is unique-tn that it has been built al- 
most entirely by college men during 
thelr summer vacation, Here the sons 
of college president, college professor, 
manufacturer and professional man are 
working shoulder to shoulder with the 
Italian and drawing the same pay. 

Frederick Webster, who is the owner 
of the classic-built dormitory, has been 
the proprietor of One of the largest pri- 
vate college boarding halls in Oberlin for 
fifteen years.

Chancellor Barrow opened the exercises 
with the reading of the. forty-second 
chapter of Isaiah, and with prayer for 
divine guidance. After making a few 
necessary announcements, the cancelior 
delivered a talk to the students, that was 
full of good advice. He referred to the 
liberality of the last legislature in the 
way of appropriations to the university, 
and in the establishment of the agricul- 
tural high schools throughout the state, 
as well ag the liberal manner in which 
the different institutions of the state had 
been cared for by that body. He then 
told the students that this put an ob- 
ligation upon them that he was quite 
sure they would fulfill He told them 
that the best response they could make 
would be the simpie performance of their 
daily duty, so that at the end of the term 
they might be able to report that they 
had made ten talents from the one that 
had been given them at the beginning. 
If such is done, then the university will 
be invincible. 

Chancellor Barrow then talked to the 
boys on the subject of life, telling them 
that life implied work, and that the 
man was not living right unless at work. 
At the same time ft also involved play, 
and there were times when the ; students 
must play. He urged them to let their 
play be restful, and not injurious, and 
that they guard against that play that 
raises the criticisms of others that it is 
not fn line with the work of a student at 
the university. The remarks of the chan- 
cellor were well received by the entire 
Student body. 

At 11 o'clock this morning the classes 
met for organization, and the work of 
the university is now under headway for 
the present session.

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ONE LICENSE FOR TWO SALOONS 
IS CHARGE AGAINST CHEATHAM 


T the suggestion of Councilman 
A Janfes L. Key, who is on the po- 
lice committee of the genera] coun- 
cil, Chief Jennings: had a case booked 
against C. D. Cheatham, who runs’ a 
Saloon, at 45-47 Decatur street, for vio- 
lating the city ordinance in regard to 
licenses—the police investigating commit- 
tee taking the view that the saloon was 
really two barrooms under one license. 
Judge Broyles, after hearing the matter 
in detail, referred it to the police com- 
mittee, Chief Jennings, and City Attorney 
Mayson, for investigation, and held the 
case upon until they made a report. 

The place that Cheatham runs is what 
might be termed a double bar; on one 
side, which is No. 45 Decatur street, is 
a place for the white trade, and on the

Now it is the custom of all 
Decatur street barkeepers to separate the 
whites from the blacks. In doing so 
they generally have two counters, which 
adjoin each other. The entrance to 
the saloon is by one big doorway.

Montgomery, Ala., September 19.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Riev. W. R, Pettiford, of Bir- 
mingham, one of the leading negr>d 
workers in the state and head of the only 
regro bank in the state, was before the 
board of convict inspecwors yesterday to 
ask that a negro preacher ve appointed 
as one of’ the assistant chaplains, the 
contention being. that tne negro prison- 
ers would be so much better satisfied to 
have one of their own color to look after 
them. The matter was referred to Chap- 
lain George E. Brewer for his consider- 
ation. 

Dr. Pettiforg is at work on a plan to 
ald the negro youth of tne land in the 
way of reformatory Influences, and wilj 
seek to have the legislature help him 
out in ft. He thinks there should be an 
agépropriation from the state for a negTo 
reformatory something after the pians 
adopted: for the Boys’ Industrial school 
for white boys at East Lake. “If you 
white people think your boys need ;e- 
forming, what must be the needs of the 
negro boys?’’ said Pettiford, in discussing 
the matter with the newspaper men. 
“We do not see why the etate should not 
do something to help us make the negro 
boy better, especially as more than 86 
per cent of the returns from the state 
convicts are made by negro prisoners, ’ 

The negroes of Birmingham and other 
parts of the state have been working on 
this idea for some time, and Pettiford 
has hopes of the white men being im- 
presseg to the point of giving a goodly 
sum to begin the work.

Creatures of the Deep. 


(From The Chicago News.) 

“All the deep sea fishes are enormous 
eaters,’’ sayS a naturalist. ‘‘There being 
nothing to eat but the life about them, 
they live a each other. Every ftaci- 
lity for killing and devouring is pro- 
vided—luminescence to dazzle, swiftness 
and strength to overtake and overpow- 
er, knife-blade teeth for tearing, abnor- 
mally large jaws for crushing. W nat- 
ever the prey, or however large it may 
‘be, there is little trouble in swallowing 
| it. The mouth yawns like a cavern, and 
‘tht stomach distk@%s to hold a body 
ever larger than the swallower. The ap- 
petite in fishes seems never wanting; 
and complete digestion with some of them 


‘is only a matter of half an hour.’’ For 


this reason slaughter goes on unending- 
ly. Usually it is produced only by hun- 
ger; but some monsters, like the  biue- 
fish, even when gorged, kill for pure 
| ove of killing. 

Of the eternal warfare that goes on 
beneath the surface of the waves the 
same writer remarks: ‘They- follow the 
prey like packs of wolves; and in turn 
are followed, band succeeding band, in- 
creasing in size as they decrease in num- 
bers. The herrings eat the smaller fish, 
even their own young; they are harried 
‘by the bluefishes until a trail of blood 
stains the water, while following the 
bluefishes come the insatiate porpoises. 
Nothing saves the weaker onés but breed. 
‘Many thousands of eggs are spawned 
that a dozen or more may be hatched 
and ‘brought to maturity. Billions are 
lost, yes, but millions survive. 

“The herrings move on the sea in un- 
accountable numbers, in banks that are 
miles in length and width, in windroWs 
so vast that they perhaps keep passing 
one giveg point in unbroken succession 
for months at a time. Just so with the 
nfenhaden. A catch in a purse net of 
50,000 fs not infrequent. Such numbers 
are sufficient to withstand all the rav- 
ages of the natural enemy, The bass, 
the haddock, and the pollock may xii] 
to their heart's content, and still the 
menhaden will hold their own,’’

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_ OF REAL CONDITIONS IN EUROPE 


By LOUISE DOOLY. 


-) MORE interesting document with 
regard to the study of music has 
been published of late than that 

contained in the consular report from 
Washington, dated September 7, in 
which Consul J. E. Dunning, who looks 
after the interests of thé United States 
in Milan, sets forth in @lain language 
the conditions and difficulties which con- 
front the American girl student of mu- 
gic in Milan... 

The document 1s important on two 
principal accounts: namely, the. large 
number of young women who go abroad 
to study music every year from every 
part of the United States, and the au- 
thoritative source from which the infor- 
mation comes which makes up the docu- 
ment, . 

Only a fraction of the American stu- 
Gents who leave their own country for 
tor the sake of European advantages go 
to Milan, of course, and the conditions 
there, it is natural to suppose, are by 
no means the same as those which pre- 
vail in Paris, say, or in Leipsio, or in 
Vienna. Indeed, there is as wide a dif- 
ference between the living in Berlin and 
in Leipsic, both German cities, and music 
eenters, as between Nantucket and San 
Francisco, and of course, there are ways 
of living in the same city which are as 
widely divergent. 

There is a@ popular impression that 
thusic study in Europe is very cheap~— 
that the expenses of living, tuition, con- 
cert attendance, etc., is a trifle in com- 
parison with the prices in this country 
for inferior advantages. 

This idea on the face of it ts too gen- 
eralizing to be true. Places there are in 
Europe which are cheap, but too often 
the advantages they offer are in accord- 
ance. There are hotels here in Atlanta 
where the price is five dollars a day for 
a room and there are others which give 
you a room for fifty cents, but there is 
that much difference in the accommoda- 
tions and the dignity of the two places. 

Milan is possibly not the prevailing 
type of European city as regards its ap- 
peal to the American music students, and 
possibly it is. Certainly it is a frequent 
type, and there is no man. better fitted 
to describe it with referetce to its in- 
terest for the young American student 
than the United States consul there. 

American girls, therefore, who meditate 
a course of study abroad, whether they 
look to Milan as._their destination or 
some other city, wokhld do well to read 
Consul Dunning’s report and to consider 
it well. \ 

The tone of his opinion is, as a rule, 
pessimistic, but he has probably had ex- 
perience enough with Uncle Sam’s help- 
less young women subjects in Italy, to 
know whereof he speaks. 

Report of Consul Dunning. 

Consul Dunning says: 

“Milan continues to be the center of 
vocal music instruction in Europe. While 
the influence of La Scala is by no means 
what is used to be, on account of tne 
comparative inferiority of the artists ap- 
pearing there, the quality of the oroh*s- 
tra still renders it the most noteworthy 
Opera hovse in the world; while it is 
only in Milan thatthe ambitious young 


cally everything depends upon the girl 
herself. Allowing for the,more or less 
embarrassing expériences that inevitably 
fall on the stranger in a strange land, 
her comfort when living alone and going 
unattended abou; thig great cosmopoli- 
tan city: will depend, as it would depend 
at home, very largely upon herself. If 
she will mind her own business and re- 
menrber that most of the disconcerting 
attention paid to her is due to the over- 
whelming curiosity of an otherwise ex- 
tremely polite ang considerate, peopla, 
she will have no trouble on that score, 
and if accidents do happen, her American 
common sense will get her out of them. 
There are few cities in America so safe 
and clean and wholesome in certain im- 
portant ways ag Milan is. 

“If the student can. not find an Italian 
family she must find a boarding house 
or ‘pensione.’ This is difficult if ali of 
her senses and sentiments are to be; 
suited at one and the same time. Prob- 
ably she will have to be contented with 
sulting a reasonable portion of them. It 
ig possible to get a good pensione in 
Milan for 7 fran® a day, which includes 
everything as to board ang lodging ex- 
cepting hot water. The smaller hotels 
@re infinitely preferable to any of the 
pensioni, but the price is at least as 
much, and to the unaccompanied stu- 
dent a hotel ig not an agreeablé place in 
Milan any more than in American cities. 
Cheaper boarding houses can be had for 
6 francs a day, all included. There are 
one or twa in Milan giving board and 
lodging for 6 francs. They are clean 
and respectable ang a good many suc- 
cessful students have lived in them, but 
they will offend the expectations of the 
new arrival unleag she is fully prepared 
to meet them on their own ground. She 
wlll have to climb a great many stairs 
to get into one of them, and neither the 
board nor the lodging will be so good as 
she could find anywhere in America for 
$i a day. 

Cost of Living and Instruction. 

“The consul can not advise any single 
young woman coming here to study to 
try to live on less than 5 francs, equal 
to $1, a day, unless she enters a private 
family where the cost might be less if 
she exchanged lessong in language with 
members of the household. If she were 
remaining a long time in one house, 
however, she might get a rate of 135 
francs per month in a very modest pen- 
sione at the top of a good many stme 
staircases. She will be supplied, whether 
in @ pensione or hotel, with coffee and 
bread in the morning, luncheon at 12 or 
12:30, and dinner at 7. Butter will cost 
extra, as a rule. The wine, which will be 
served on the table, should be avoided. 
The Milan drinking water is perfectly 
safe, has a deliciously refreshing taste 
and a brilliant, sparkling color. ‘The 
food will be comparatively scanty and 

Secause most Americans bring the 
national habit of overeating to Italy with 
them. But it will be fairly wholesome, 
and in an amazingly short time the stu- 
dent will be taking it with a good appe- 
tite. Meats will be found coarse and 
bad. In hot weather they are dangerous,

Nearly everything costs 
as much ag it does at home, and sO many 
things cost more that the average is not 
favorable to the common belief enter- 
tained in America -that one can live “for 
almost nothing in Italy.” if one at- 
tempts to live in anything like the style 
accustomed to at home the cost will be 
greater. During the iong cold Mi- 
lan winter, ‘when the student must 
dress just as warmly as she would for 
New England weather, she will not only 
be in serious discomfort but in danger 
if she does not provide for a warmed 
room, and fuel is more than twice as ex- 
pensive as in America. Clothes cost 
about the same. 


Choice of Teacher. 

“The greatest care should be exercised 
in the choice of a teacher. ‘There are 
only a few good ones ouxc of all the large 
number. Most of them are merely lying 
in wait for the American girl with money 
to spend, and they will offer her a long 
series of excellent reasons for spending 
it just so long as it holds out. Caution 
should be taken as to the teacher’s 
method. The student’s voice may be 
‘ruined, and @ great many voices are 
ruined every year by teachers who think 
more of some trick of method than of 
the girl taken in hand. But even when 
T the student is satisfied that she has 
come upon one of the experience, con- 
servative, highmindéd, and thoroughly 
delightful men who it is a pleasure to say 
aré to be found among the Milan teach- 
ers, she must know something of his 
method and of his work with other pu- 
pils.

WBARING OUT THE NATIVES. 


East Indians Working Long Hours 
in the Cotton Factories. 


Remarkable as it may sound, it is said 
that the introduction of electric lighting 
ing in India is responsible for a marked 
deterioration in the physique of the peo- 
ple. This statement is made in a re- 
port of Consul Fee of Bombay on the 
cotton industry in dndia. This report in- 
dicates that the united kingdom is hav- 
ing troubles of her own in cotton, and 
that India is not the least factor in the 
problem. The cotton industry in India 
has grown amazingly and the country 
not only supplies the larger portion of 
her home demand for cotton cloth, but 
exports largely as well. She has taken 


a large part of England's oriental trade} 


in China and threatens, if she can pro- 
duce some of the longer staple cotton, 
to out off the most of England's exports 
east of Suez. 

But the report, shows deplorable condi- 
tions in the Indian cotton factories, The 
hamds are almost all of them, from the 
foremen down, paid by piece work. The 
result is that the effort is to turn out as 
large a quantity of goods as possible, 
almost regardless of the quality. The 
mills are very profitable, some of the 
dividends running up to 40 per cent. But 
though some of the mills are Sanitary 


in fittings and up to date in machinery, 
‘of being 


‘increase rapidly in value, and today he 


there ts no law limiting the labor of ope- 
ratives over fourteen hours, and the re- 
sult is that they all run from sunrise to 
sunset, with a scant half hour in the 
middie of the day, The average is twelve 
working hours, some of the mills run- 
ning thirteen howrs a day.

Jam Vibhaji, who succeeded ifn 1852.

In (877 the 
Jam was an invited and honored guest 
at the imperial assemblage at Delhi on 
the occasion of the proclamation of Queen 
Victoria as empress of India, ang he then 
received the honorable addition of four 
guns to his salute as a personal dis 
tion. In 1878 he was made a K. C. §&. T. 
In 1879 he adopted Ranjitsnhji, who has 
won such renown among us as a crick- 
eter; but in 1882 Vibhaji had a son, Jar- 
want Singh, who was decided to be hie 
heir by the government of India, and it is 
he who has just died, leaving no heirs,

Mr. Gaylord Wilshire, who is rec-

socialist propaganda in this country, 


| gives a brief summing-up of the so- 


cilalist creed in a recent communica- 
tion to The New York Sun. 


The socialists, it seems, do not 


with favor upon government owner: 
ship of railroads go far enough. His 
contention, as applied to Mr. Bryan's 
utterances, runs this way: | 


Mr. Bryan’s contention is that own- 
ership of the railroads by the capital- 
iste gives the capitalists such control 
over our government that it is either a 
question of the government owning the 
railroads or the failroads owning the 
government. He proposes ta have the 
government buy out the capitalists own- 
ing the railroads. This practically 
means that we must. give to these cap- 
italists some $14,000,000,000. Now it 
must be remembered that this is about 
the same as the valuation of all the 
capital engaged in manufacturing in the 
country, so that if the owners of the 
railroads, with this. enormous amount of) 
cash in their possession, have a mind) 
to they can simply get into complete 
domination of all the other capital in | 
the country except that involved in the 


possession of land. 

“T% it not self-evident, then, that if the 
railroad capitalist can dominate the gov- 
ernment today by virtue of his money, 
when he is armed with the cash and the 
ownership of .all the other interests in 
the country he will be in much better 
position to dominate the country than 
-he is today? A mere transfer of Own- 
ership of railways from the capitalist | 
to the state, giving the capitalist 
cash, does not in the least clip his 
wings; it merely makes 
stronger. So it seems to Me that the | 
socialist contention that the only rem- 
edy is to let the nation own 
trusts is an absolutely sound one. 

Letting the government own merely 
the railroad trust is no remedy at all. 
In fact, it might place us in a worse 
position than we are now. 

It is evident that, in the light of

Governors and Two-cent Fares. 

in response to letters sent out by 
the Pennsylvania state board of 
trade, asking for information concern- 
‘ing the attitude of their states toward 
uniform legislation for 2-cent passen- 
ger fares all over the country, a num- 
ber of governors have given their own 
\views and at the same time some ex- 
pression of the prevailing sentiment 
in their states. 

Governors Higgins of New York; 
Beckham of Kentucky, Cobb of Maine, 
Jennings of Rhode Island and Guild 
of Massachusetts did net tare to ex- 
‘Press an opinion, and Governors War- 


field of Maryland and Stokes of New 
did not respond. Most of 
‘those addressed expressed their views, 
land these are interesting as showing 
ithe trend of sentiment the country 
lover. 

The expressions of these execu- 
tives, as epitomized in the Pennsy!l- 
vania newspapers, are as follows: 


Governor Chamberlain, of Oregon—Gen- 
erably sp@aking’, I feel that railway com- 
panies ought either voluntarily to adopt 
the 2-cent passenger rate or power ought 
to be vested somewhere to compel them 
to be just to the people in this respect. 


zovernor McDonald, of Colorado—In 
the eastern states, where the population 
is dense, 2 cents a milg.is ample and 
sufficient, as a low rate would materially 
increase railroad revenues on account ot 
the increased traffic, but in the western 
country an entirely different condition 
exists. Here the towns are smalj and 
very far apart, and a low rate would not 
augment travel to any great extent for 
the reason that we do not have the popu- 
lation, 


Governor Meade, of Washington—Condi- 
tions in the state of Washington are 
somewhat different from those that exist 
in the state of Pennsylvania. Railways 
in the far northwest pass through a far 
less populous region and have not the 
large local traffic enjoyed by lines in 
more dengely populated sections. We 
have now in this state a 3-cent rate. 
In time, when conditions here approxi- 
mate those in Pennsylvania, a 2-cent rate 
undoubtedly would be a good thing. At 
present I am not convinced of the wis- 
dom of making it general.in the United 
States.

Governor Broward, of Florida—The rate 
in Florida per mile, on most of the roads, 
is 3 cents, but thousand-mille books are 
Sold at 2% cents per mile. I see no rea- 
son in the world why you could not have 
a 2-cent fare per mile over the railroads 
in Pennsylvania, as your travel is many 
times as great in volume as it is here. 
In my judgment the railroads would 
make more money if they would carry 
passengers for !% cents per mile, as I 
believe that more than twice as many 
people woulg travel as do now. = 


Governor Glenn, of North Carolina—It 
is impossible for me at this time to state 
what will be the action of our next leg- 
isilature in regard to passenger rates. As 
governor of the state, however, after 
fully considering the earnings of our 
roads, I intend to ask for a reduction and 
make it as low as I think the roads can 
stand, 


Governor Searles, of North Dakota—It 
is a question in my mind whether at the 
present time in the west we can equl- 
tably ask the. railroads for a rate of 2 
feents per mile for passenger traffic.

Governor Terrell, of Georgia—The mat- 
ter of reducing passenger fares is now 
under investigation by the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia, They are endeavor- 
{ng to arrive at such conclusion as will 
ye just and reasonable to the public and 
the railroads. I most heartily favor the 
establishment of the very lowest | rate 
that could be upheld as just and reason- 
able. 

Governor Davidson of Wisconsin 
expresses himself as “in full accord” 
with the 2-cent fare movement and 
thinks the first-class roads in his 
state should not be “exempt from the 
legal establishment of a 2-cents-a-mile 
passenger rate.” 

Governor Blanchard, of Louisiana, 
makes diplomatic answer that the 
proposed rate is “something all the 
people would welcome.” 

Which, of course, it is. There can 
be no doubt of desire on-the part of 
the traveling public for the lowest 
possible rates; -the only question is 
whether,’ as Governor Terrell puts it, 
the uniform 2-cents-a-mile rate could 
be upheld as just and reasonable. In 
the thickly populated state of Penn- 
Sylvania it is the judgment of the 
business interests that such a rate 
is fair and equitable; for while the 
Pennsylvania railroad has voluntarily 
come to the 2-cent basis in its one- 
thousand-mile tickets, the state board 
of trade is making a vigorous fight 
for a 2-cent flat rate that would give 
all the people the same advantage 
now enjoyed by those able to pur- 
chase transportation in one-thousand- 
mile blocks. 


CHINESE NEWSPAPERS. 


(From The Century nisennena 

Five years ago qa man seen reading a 
newspaper, of which very few were then 
published in the whole empire, was ridi- 
culed as a follower of the foreign devils. 
Almost the only paper published in the 
capital was The Peking Gazette, con- 
taining the decrees and doings ‘of the 
court. 

Now there are ten daily papers pub- 
lished in Pekin, among them one of the 
few women’s dailies in the world. This 
paper is interesting as being largely 
edited by women, and dealing just now 
with such topics as popular astronomy, 
geography physical geography, the care 
of infants and the training of children. 
The general newsapers are read by all 
classes, and are constantly increasing 
their circulation. They contain Reu- 
ter's telegrams® news of the country 
and city -and articles ofconsiderable 
length and acumen on live topics. Some 
are pledged to the correction of old es- 
tablished customs, and the contents are 
extremely interesting—worthy of. a sepa. 
rate article. 

By way of advertisement. or more 
likely because of the geal of reformers 
who are responsible for the newspapers, 
copies are posted on blank walls and on 
boards set up for the purpose, so that 
their contents may ‘he perused by those 
who would not buy. In addition a> re- 
markable plan to secure the attention 
of the masses has been followed. In 
different .places in city and suburbs have 
been fitted up reading halls, with 
benches and tables, where tea is served 
free, and in the evenings capable men 
are engaged to reail and explein the 
papers. These men are said to be vol- 
unteers, and the halls, over twenty In 
number, are fitted up and supported by 
volnutary contributions. 

There seems to be enttre freedom 
the press, no censorship. being 
cised. The papers are decent sheets, 
with numerous advertisements, but as 
yet poors:y printed, for the most par with 
movable lead types, which rapidly dete- 
riorate, makjng reading by a foreigner 
very difficult, even of those sheets which 
are gubscribing to a fund which the em- 
language of the masses. 

These newspapers keep before our at- 
tention one of the modst remarkable 
movements the world has ever seen. 
Bach day is published a !ong list of 
names of persons, including women, who 
are subscribing to a fund for wiping out 
the indemnity uprising.

A striking and original sight was wit- 
negssed in Venice recently, when the chil- 
dren—boys and girls alike—of the infant 
schools were gathered together to the 
number of 3,500 to sing on the steps of 
the Church of the Salute. The idea of 
this form of chorus singing in the open 
air sprang from the Maestro W olf-Far- 
rari, the director of the Musical Liceo in 
Venice, and was crowned with success. 
Under the shadows of the great church, 
which was built as a thank offering for 
the cessation of the plagues in the seven- 

nth century, were ranged the boys and 
sinh tn holiday attire, the girls all being 
massed against the building, the boys be- 
ing placed beneath them. The scene was 
wonderfully beautiful. The hour chesen 
was 6 p. m., when the sun was sloping to 
the west, and every dome, tower and stee- 
ple was touched and gilded with his de- 
parting rays, while on the square of the 
Sdlute the Httle figures of the children 
formed vivid patches of color against the 
gray walis of stone which formed the 
kground. 

The youthful choristers, who sang in 
unison, were accompanied by the town 
band, and the hymn of four verses which 
they sang was a ‘thanksgiving to the 
Father of heaven, who maketh His sun 
to rise, His rain to fall on all alike in lav- 
ish, fuwil abundance.

THE MORAL GRANDEUR | 
OF WILLIAM J. BRYAN.

E cannot have “purity 
\W state’ unless our statesmen are 
pure. There be plenty of men 
in public life—men of national promi- 
rence in the political realm, who have 
plenty of braing and ability so far as 
Statecraft is concerned, but such men 
with a spotlesg Christian character are 
as rare as they are refreshing. 

Such a man is William J. Bryan. 
Never mind whether you agree with his 
politica] creed; never mind if you do not 
indorse his methods of propaganda, let 
it be remembered that for a dozen yeare 
he hag been In the lMmelight of applaud- 
ing millions and beneath the searchlight 
of political opposition, and hé stands to- 
day without a spot upon his princely 
name and eighty milliong of people doirfg 
him personal honor. 

What means that unparalleled demon- 
stration In New York which marked his 
home-coming—a tribute unequaled in the 
life of any other private citizen and un- 
surpassed even by the ‘‘welcome-home” 
accorded General Grant with all his 
prestige of two presidentia] terms and a 
mighty miflitary record? Think of the 
spectacle; not bearing the ‘“‘palms of 
victory”” but twice crowned with the 
thorns of party defeat, this stalwart 
American fg. traveling with "his family 
in a foreign land, when suddenly state 
conventions of the party he hag twice 
led to disaster, begin to break out with 
applause at the mention of his name, 
Ceclaring with resolution and reason that 
they want their twice-defeated leader 
for standard-bearer again. And all over 
the land the party councils take up the 
cry. <Anq across the thousands of miles 
that intervene, a dismembered, disorgan- 
ized, discouaraged party reaches out its 
hands to the man who ts declared by 
many to be responsible for Its ills, and 
says: ‘Lead us, Willlam—we believe in 
you! Lead us or we die!”

And I put 
this convention and all America on no- 
tice now that while the platform we 
have adopted suits me better than the 
paltform of the other party, and I can 
therefore conscientiously support it. after 
the battle is over in November I wil} 
go honestly and arduously at work to 
try to make botp platform and party 
what I believe they ought to be for the 
best interests of the American people.” 

Hear! Hear! (ag the English say). 
What stirring wordg of patriotism, of 
layalty, of startling bravery! 

Everybody knows how, in the winsome 
speech of John Temple Graves, he went

gain. All this is referred to in order to 
put into italics the beautiful fact that in 
the face of all this opulence of applause 
and the dangerous plenitude of petting 
and toasting and ‘‘wining and dining,” 
which have been showered upon him, this 
young man has kept his head on his 
shoulders and his heart on the right side.

Then he sought out the working place, 
the ‘‘Light House” station of a ‘lonely 
but faithful Christian missionary and

united his heart and voice in prayer and 


praise. In other words: 

Latitude and longitude had noth-

SCHOOL TAX DISTRICTS 


MUST WAIT UNTIL 1907 


Local School Tax on Corporations Cannot Be Col- 
lected Until Next Year--County and Municipal 
Tax. Rates--State Capitol Gossip. 


S the result of many inquiries from 
A various sections of the state re- 
. garding the McMichael law pro- 
viding for local taxation for school pur- 
poses in such districts and counties as 
see fit to adopt it, Attorney General 
Hart has expressed the opinion to Comp- 
troller General Vwight that under the 
law as amended at the recent session 
of the -legislature this local school tax 
cannot he collected from railroads and 
other corporations which make their re- 
turns to the comptroller general until 
1907. Man school districts and sev- 
eral counties have proceeded under the 
idea that this'‘tax could be collected 
from the corporatiog#s this year. but the 
bill does not provide for it unti] 1907. 
Regarding the collection of this local 
school tax on other classes of property. 
the attorney general has expressed no 
opinion. In fact, this question has not 
2s vet been raised, but it would apnear 
that if the tax cannot be colJlected from 
one class of property until 1907, it 
could not he collected from another. 
This matter will, no doubt, rest entire- 
Iv with the people who are concerned 
in ft. and it may be that n oquestion 
will be made of it. 


How Tax Rates Run. 

Reports are coming into Comptroller 
General Wright’s office every day giv- 
ing the tax rate. of the various counties 
and municipalities in the state in which 
railroads and other corporation property 
{fs located, and upon which the comp- 
troller general has to assess the taxes 
due to such counties and municipalitieg. 

Atlanta property owners will have to 
pav a total of $22.30 on each $1,000 of 
property owned. The city tax rate is 
$12.50 per $1,000, the county rate $5.00 
and the state rate $4.80. 

Jones county has just built a new 
courthouse, which must be paid for this 
vear, hence the tax rate there is larger 
probably than that of any. other county, 
being $16.20 on the $1!.000 for the coun- 
tv alone. 

Fifty-four counttes and a large num- 
ber of municipalities have reported their 
tax rates. Terrell is the only county in 
the state which has no tax rate at all, 
the dispensary paying all the 
expenses. Rates in other counties run 
all the way from $2.70 in counties like 
Clinch and Chattahoochee to $16.20 in 
Jones. Crisp is the only one of the new 
counties that has yet reported its rate, 
it being $7. Brunswick leads the cities 
with $14 on the $1.000, while Hosch- 
ton, in Jackson county, levies $2.50. 
College Park’s rate is $3 and East Point's 
$7.50. The Columbus rate ts $13; Ath-

Tribute to Dr. MclIver. 

“There is scarcely a county in the 
whole state that has not felt the touch of 
his influence,” is the trfbute which 
State School Commissioner W. B. Merritt 
paid to the late Dr. Charles D. MclIver, 
president of the State Normal and in- 
dystrial college, of Greensboro, N. C., 
whose sudden death occurred last Mon- 
day.
